Old pieces of C olonial furniture, prints, etchings, anc! 
valuable silver and brassware', much of which cannot lie re 
produced, were destroyed in a fire last evening which com 
pletely gutted the dining room and kitchen on the basement 
floor of the residence of I . A. M. Giordan, 500 Radcliffe street. 
I he loss was estimated today by Mr. Giordan to approximate 
$8,000 
I he intrinsic value' of the many articles is not in 
c hided rn this amount. 
I la* loss is divided by Mr. Giordon as 
$ 3,000 on the property and $5,000 on contents. 
I he blaze was discovered by james McMutrie who re­ 
sides on the third floor of tip' Giordon residence. 
Mr. Mc­ 
Mutrie was retiring when his attention was attracted by the 
odor of smoke, and as he left his room and stepped into he 
; hall way on the* third floor he was confronted with dense 
clouds of smoke. I Ie groped his way to the stairway, and af 
■ ter falling down several steps managed to regain his feet and 
work his way to the I rout door. Going to a nearby residence 
he summoned assistance. 
An alarm was sounded and the 
] ( onsolidated Fire Department quickly responded. On arrival 
i they were confronted with a roaring furnace in the two rooms 
on the basement floor, and the sub-basement. 
I he blaze, in the opinion of l ire Chief James McGee, or- 
i iginated beneath a stairway leading from the sub-basument. 
I lie cause is attributed to defective wiring, With tip* stairway 
ad ing as an air shaft for the flames, 
they readily spread 
through the basement where tip' dining room and kitchen 
were loc ated. 
Here most of the damage was done by the 
flames as they licked the walls devouring everything iii their 
path.
